Washington—Perhaps the most im- 


portant action of the supreme court 
lin several years so far as big busi- 
ness is concerned has been taken in 
the decision holding the Trenton Pot- 
teries company and other members ol 
a trade association to have violated 
the Sherman, anti-trust law. 


For some time trade associations 


have hovered on the border lino be- 
tween friendly co-operation foe the 
interchange of information and the 
actual fixing of prices. The supreme 
court brushed aside the idea that the 
fixing of prices might be so conducted 
as to benefit the consumer, arguing 
that conditions might change over- 
night and that once the right to 
fix prices had been granted it could 
be applied unreasonably as well as 
reasonably- 


NOT DISCRETIONARY 


The court pointed out that there 


•was no legislation permitting price- 
fixing left to 'the discreation of the 
court or any other agency. So it was 
deemed best not to supply a rule that 
could be applied in changing economic 
conditions. But this very defect may 
some day t>e cured by legislation as 
the tendency.nowadays in congress Is 
to leave qu -stions of unfair competi- 
tion to the .federal trade commission 
and to limit'' to some extent'the op- 
erations of the Sherman law by spe- 
cific exemptions such as are- now en- 
joyed by farm co-operatives and labor 
organizations. 


Trade associations have been en- 


couraged by some decisions of the 
supreme court to carry on their op- 
erations for the benefit of their mem- 
bers though they have carefully re- 
frained from any price fixing that 
could be attacked. The government 
lias contended, however, 
that even 


verbal understanding with respect to 
prices can be challenged as a viola- 
tion of the Sherman law. Some of the 
government officials 
have conceded 


that information obtained by trade as- 
sociations with respect to each oth- 
er's costs 
is a proper field 
of in- 


quiry- 
The latest decision of the supreme 


jourt undoubtedly will strengthen the 
determination of the department of 
justice to bring their problems to the 
department before any 
mergers are 


brought about and before any serious 
departure in policy is embarked upon 
by big business concerns involving 
possible conflict with 
the Sherman 


anti-trust law.

registered in a Chicago mayoralty con- 
test-to become Mayor \Villiam-E. Dov- 
er's opponent in the April 5 election. 


• The war-time mayor rolled up a 


landslide plurality of more than 180,- 
000 over Edward R. Litsinger, member 
of the board of review, beating his 
nearest rival better than two to one and 
carrying all but one waid. Mayor Dov- 
er had only minor opposition on the 
Democratic ticket. 
v Breaking all records in Chicago, the 
Thompson plurality exceeded the 147,- 
•177 lead with which Thompson won his 
election in 1915, at that time a rec- 
ord-breaker. Thompson rolled up 342,- 
279 votes against Litsinger's 162,2-lS in 
returns from all but two of the city's 
2,362 precincts. In the missing districts 
the ballot boxes were stolen. 


DEVEK EASY WINNER 


With no fire works in the Democrat- 


ic primary, Mayor Dever received 149,- 
422 votes to 13,260 for Martin Walsh, 
his only opponent. 


As the returns piled up, a primary 


vote of phenomenal size was shown. 
The Republicans cast 506,307 
votes, 


compared with 380,000 in the Republi- 
can primaries last spring, a blistering 
factional battle. The total vote was 
668,989 out of a registration of 1,000.- 
000. 


THREE-CORNERED BATTLE 
With the primary out of the way, 


the two leading candidates plunged 
Wednesday into perhaps the most fur- 
ious battle Chicago ever has seen over 
mayor. They will be joined for a three- 
cornered battle by Dr. John Dill Rob- 
ertson, West Park commissioner, who 
withdrew from the Republican 
pri- 


mary to run as .an Independent in 
April. 


Thompson's victory was a -win for 


"the Republican faction of Slate's At- 
torney Robert E. Crowe, anl the head 
of the ticket, along with the rest of the 
faction's slate for city offices, although 
the votes of the minor candidates did 
not approach 
that registered 
by 


Thompson. 


There was some disorder at the polls 


but not as much as in some former 
balloting.- County Judge Jarecki said 
the plan of seizing known gangsters 
and taking them before him, immedi- 
ately had helped keep the peace and 
he maintained that "disorder and riot- 
ing were more apparent than real."

DIAZ WANTS PROTECTION 
Managua—(XP)—Protection of the in- 


terests of Nicaragua for 100 yearg is 
the commission which the Conserva- 
tive president, Adolfo Diaz, would like 
the United States to assume. His pro- 
posals for aM.reaty with that country 
\yill be placed before the Nicaraguan 
'congress Thursday and he is certain 
they- will .be approved. The United 
States "ivouM be granted^the fight to 
intervene when-necessary^to maintain 
an adequate government and assure 
free elections. 


The United Slates would guarantee 


the sovereignty and independence of 
Nicaragua and retain the right to build 
a canal through Nicaraguan territory. 
For 400 years Nicaragua would con- 
cede to the United Slates rights to de- 
velop tho country as to assure finan- 
cial rehabilitalion and security and 
the public health. 
WOULD KECOMiMEND ADVISOR 
The president of Unite States would 


recommend a financial adviser, to be 
appointed by the Nicaraguan 
presi- 


dent. This adviser would be an Amer- 
ican and have power to veto expendi- 
tures. There would be also an Ameri- 
can collector-general of all revenue. 


Nicaragua would not have a stand- 


ing army, but would have a constabu- 
lary officered by United States marine 
officers. If after a 10 year period it 
became necessary to prevent a politi- 
cal uprising. American officers would 
have the privilege to take control of 
the constabulary. 


Nicaragua would not enter a treaty 


or lease or sell territory to a foreign 
power other than the United States, 
without consent of the United States.

Milwaukee—CXP)—State officials 
in 


Lincoln and Kenosha-cos Wednesday 
were preparing to prosecute men 
seized in connection with raids Tues- 
day on two of the largest 
alcohol 


plants uncovered in Wisconsin since 
prohibition went into effect. 


In Lincoln-co, in the heart of the 


north woods, a dozen men, with pis- 
tols drawn, seized a di&tillery which 
is believed to have been the source 
of a large part of the liquor supply 
reaching Chicago, Milwaukee. Min- 
neapolis, St. Paul and a number oC 
smaller cities in Wisconsin and ad- 
joining states. Five men were ar- 
rested. 


Assembling at Tomahawk, the raid- 


ing party which included Lincoln-Co 
oflicials, police chiefs of several 
ci- 


ties, state conservation wardens and 
state prohibition agents, made their 
way to the plant, 12 miles northeast 
of Tomahawk, deep in timber section. 


TWO LARGE STILLS 


A hurried" inventory of the outfit 


showed tha't if "was operated by seven 
gasoline engines and included a water 
system with an aqueduct from a spring 
40 rods distant. Machinery filling a 
barn was found along with two stills 
of 400 and 200 gallons capacity, 1,200 
gallons of alcohol, 15.000 gallons of 
corn mash, 20 tons of sugar and a 
large number of barrels. 


The five .men seized by the raiding 


party were taken completelyj;by'sur- 
prise. 
t They were at work at the 


stills, llie raiders said. The men sur- 
rendered quietly. 
A large quantity 


of shotguns and rifles also were found 
on the- premises. The men gave their 
names as Andreau Amelse, Ellis 
Khoury, Abe Khoury, John Bula and 
John Preboski. They were taken to 
Merrill, where they pleaded guilty un- 
der the state prohibition act to the 
manufacture and sale of liquor. Their 
cases were continued to permit state 
authorities Jo complete their inven- 
tory of the evidence seized. 


RAID NEAR TWIN LAKES 


Sheriff John Wattles of Kenosha- 


co, arrested two men and seized 7,000 
gallons of mash and SOO.gallons of 
finished alcohol in a raid conducted 
on a barn near Twin Lakes, 10 miles 
west of Kenosha. 


The still and machinery were worth 


about §25,000, according to 
Sheriff 


Wattles. The sheriff seized account 
books which bore names of persons 
believed to have been customers of 
tho distillery- Deputies estimated that 
the plant furnished enough alcohol to 
take care of the trade in southeastern 
Wisconsin.

Mr. Holzberg gave the 
history of tho income tax law. explain- 
ed the revisions and changes that had 
been made since 1913, and s-howed how 
exceptions l.ave been increased. 
A3ver 50,000 returns are filed annual- 
ly in the state of Wisconsin, Mr. Holz- 
berg reported. Individual returns are 
inspected in jthe Milwaukee branch of 
the revenue department, but corpora- 
tion returns are inspected in Washing- 
ton. 
That frequent errors are made 


by tax payers in which they pay more 
than the legal requirements is the 
contention of Mr. Herzberg, because 
individuals are not familiar with all 
the phases of the- income tax laws; 
and it is for the purpose of assisting 
the public that the government sends 
a representative to Xeenah and other 
cities, so that errors may be avoided. 
However,- if the public does not ask 
for help, or only a limited number 
request assistance, which apparently 
is true in Xeenah. a tax assistant will 
not be sent here m the future. 


"The Federal government follows 


a very liberal policy," the speaker 
stated, "It assumes that all tax pay- 
ers are honest. An interesting side- 
light is the. information that Secretary 
Mellon, a year or two ago. refunded 
to--tax payers, corporations and in- 
dividuals, $170,000,000 with interest at 
6 per cent per annum for over pay- 
ment of their income taxes.

Education has an appendix — a 
useful 


one. It functions as promoter of the cul- 
tural and practical — art, music, dramat- 
ics, domestic science, vocational training. 
physical development. 
There are those 


who do not think this organ useful. Fre- 
quent is the lament for the ''good old 
days'' of better spellers and better ligur- 
ers, in spite of proof to the contrary. 
Without the appendix we work for 
memorization and drill, the "Three R's" : 
with the appendix, in addition to these. 
we work for modification of conduct — -to 
develop higher moral character, 
better 


health, greater civic consciousness, clos- 
er home relationship, greater vocational 
efficiency and more wholesome use of 
leisure. How has this organ of education 
functioned — what is its value based on 
two separate tests? 


Take the service test: Keeping in mind 


our twentieth century environment, with 
its increased leisure, shall we remove the 
recreational and group interest activities 
— the gymnasium, the play ground, the 
chorus, the orchestra and the band? 
Keeping in mind the spending orgy, shall 
we eliminate the teaching of thrift? Keep- 
ing in mind the artificial living, shall we 
eliminate good health instruction and 
medical supervision? Keeping in mind the 
tremendous waste and loss of life by ac- 
cident or fire, shall we eliminate "Safety 
First'' inculcation? Keeping in mind the 
need for self-eypre^sion, shall \\e elimi- 
nate art. music and dramatics? Keeping 
in mind' competitive business and indus- 
try. shall we 
eliminate pre-vocational 


training? Keeping in mind the prevalence 
of citizenship indifference, shall we elim- 
inate the teaching of civic responsibility? 


Take the interest test: There are 


of the total school enrollment in 
school today as-against 1.1% forty years 
ago. There are 82.8% of the children, be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 17, in school to- 
day as against 65% forty years ago. Over 
a similar period the length of the school 
term has increased 30%. 
The aveiage 


number of days attended by each child, 
ages 5 to 17, has increased over 100%. 


Our schools have moved forward and 


kept pace with general progress. Shall we 
remove the appendix which thus 
has 


.produced the tremendous holding power 
of the schools? The clock of educational 
progress is set back a generation when 
short-sighted civic bodies set out to rob 
education of its finer side. This process 
^undermines and emaciates it. It brings 
education back to its bare skeleton, to its 
kindergarten days. 


Operation on the appendices of educa- 


tion—the removal of those factors in cul- 
tural and practical development — on the 
pretext of retrenchment in public support 
means physical, social ami mental re- 
tardation in the community that performs 
the operation.

TARKINGTOX'S ANSWER TO THE 


INTELLIGENTSIA 


Booth Tarkington once 
wrote 
a 


play that he called "The Man. From 
Homo" In it, if I remember correctly 
after the lapse of about 20 years, the 
man from Kokomo. Ind , gets the best 
of a titled Englishman in the strug- 
gle for a girl. In the end she comes 
to the conclusion that the "man from 
home" is a bigger figure than the 
foreigner with a title.-Or that at least 
:s the underlying idea. 


In "Turmoil," a later 
Tarkmgton 


novel, a- boy has the sensitive na- 
tme of a, poet and during the greater 
part of tho book he struggles against 
the industrial life that his 
father 


wishes to force 
upon, 
him. 
Many 


wr.ters, 
especially 
the 
frequently 


maligned but often sensitive and sin<- 
wro intclhgensia, would have made 
tiie poet triumph and would ha\ e said 
in effect to the reader that it was 
better to be a p6vefty stricken poet 
or even, a dead poet than a success 
industrially. But Tarkington at the 
very end throws out the suggestion 
that there is a world of meaning in 
the industrial turmoil and his poet is 
left to discover the meaning of life 
in an office — with his author's ap- 
pi oval. 


These two cases arc typical of the 


Tankington attitude, the Tarkington 
slant, A number of his other" books 
tell the same stoiy. His sympathies 
aie with big business, with the Amer- 
ican definition of success. He is the 
apologist of native crudeness on the 
score that it makes up in power what 
it lacks in polish. Ho looks upon the 
big business man. as genuinely 
a 


Titan and ho does not use the word 
"Titan" 
ironically, 
as 
Theodore 


Dreiser docs. The "man from home" 
is the biggest man in the world, he 
says in nearly all his books. He may 
cat peas with his knife but ho is gen- 
uinely big. 


Dreiser, Sherwood Anderson, and a 


host of others, tho socallcd intclli- 
gensia, have been preaching diam-" 
ctiically the 
opposite' doctrine. In 


their novels the "man from home" is 
frequently not only outwardly a boor 
but spiritually poverty stricken. He is 
often treated to irony. And it should 
be added in. all fairness that often 
these writers overdo it and fail 
to 


portray the type honestly and fairly. 
"Eabbitt" Is a good illustration. But 
the point is that he is the object of 
attack. 


In TarXington he is tho object of 


defense. 
His 
latest 
book, 
"The 


Plutocrat." is essentially the reverse 
of "Babbitt" or "The Titan." Tark- 
ington seems to say, "I shall draw 
for jou such a person and I shall put 


in all the unlovely qualities, same as 
the others have done, but I shall in- 
terpret them 
sympathetically 
and 


shall show that the American go- 
getter is the biggest person 
in the 


world, the spiritual heir of the great 
figures of history." 


Why does Tarkington. do this? His 


own answer would probably be that. 
he believes he is right. But why does 
he hold this belief? There may be sev- 
eral reasons. I venture one guess — 
because he is one of that class him- 
self. I wonder what would have hap- 
pened to Tarkmgton's philosophy if 
he had been financially unsuccessful 
as a, writer. But he has been a go- 
getter in literatuie: 
he is 
credited 


with having: made more than a mil- 
lion out of literature. Hence he is in 
big business, and he is defending, per- 
haps unconsciously, his own class. 
Himself a small town man who has 
made his million in his particular line, 
he naturally considers himself big, 
although he would probably not ad- 
mit this; I mean, he probably feels 
himself big in his 
secret 
conscious 


ness. And by analogy he thinks of 
all the other small-town men who 
have made their million in gas or axle 
grease against the onslaughts of the 
intelligensia xvho attack such people 
merely because they aie envious. 


That at least is the 
effect 
"The. 


Plutocrat" has on me. We are asked 
to behe\e'that vulgar, blustering Bab- 
bitt is the spiritual descendcnt of ^tho 
"true Roman," or rather that he is 
the contcmporaiy equivalent of the 
genuine emperor type. It is a typical 
Tarkington theme and-handled with 
Tarkinglon skill, 
especially 
in the 


early chaptcis, but it left me uncon- 
vinced. I cannot believe that in real 
life cultured people would see- in the 
plutocrat" a "true Romaa" but they 
Avould rather think of him as a. boor. 
In other words, for me at least Tark- 
ington failed, to make his point.

84 feet 


long, rcpertivcly. Go out and measure 
a seemingly large tree near your home 
and compare the measurements with 
these statistics to gain some idea of 
the size of Pennsylvania's largest tree!

men the buttonwood (also cal'.ed but- 
tonball. sycamore and plane tree) is 
an interesting study In its more»usual 
form.

Its leaves are 
rimple. broadly ovnte, about 4 to 10 
inches across, and with a to S lober, 


they are 
bright green, above 
but 


arc pale green 
and woolly 
below. 


The bark on the

trunks 
is 


rather thick, dark T>rown, and peels 
off in broad scales. On younp stems 
and the 
upper part larger trunks It 


peels off in thin scales, exposing the 
white, greenish and yellowish 
inner 


bark. 


The buttonwood is found 
in wet 


and fertile soil particularly, and is 
common along/ streams 
and ponds, 


where Its vari-colorcd bark, mirrored 
In calm water*, makes an unusually 
beautiful picture.

How can 
any individual hunter who confines 
his activities to a little section of the 
woods know that the docs and fawns 
were slaughtered all over the north 
country by the hundreds? Put it down 
as talk, nothing else. 


I spent the whole month of Xovem-
